All Connterfeits that hath no Commiſion, 
rhe true Biſhops, and the Humane knowledge, and lordly 
ragin of all the falſe Biſhops ever fince, as it is not many 
years ago fince the Roman Lordly Authority had the whole 
power in this Nation, as in all other places, though now 
of late from that great Monſter Biſhop, the Whore of Za. 
bylen, there bath ſptung fix Sons or Generations, one from. 
the loyns of another, yet each one retined more then his Fa. 
ther,as the Epiſcopal more then the Papilt the Presbyter more 
then that,and the Independent more then that,and the Baptiſt
